Travellers action call

AUTHORITIES in the town have 
vowed to work more closely together 
to tackle residents’ concerns about 
illegal traveller encampments. 

During a vociferous meeting on 
Monday, councillors discussed the 
experiences of home owners in areas 
where travellers have turned up. 

They spoke of human waste being 
found in playing fields and criminal 
damage to property. 

Councillor Peter Chapman, who was 
representing Wigmore residents, said: 
“People were effectively trapped in 
their homes, not able to go out because 
they were so intimidated. There was 


serious damage to the area.” 

He also spoke of a recent lengthy 
eviction process, which saw travellers 
in Colwell Rise move round the corner 
to Hedley Rise, meaning the whole 
process had to start again. 

This week Luton council said it had 
spent £23,100 to date on evictions and 
legal fees. 

After the meeting a resident who 
lives in Wigmore said: “The real issue 
is the approach from the council and 
the police. 

“The council seems to be unable to 
move them on quickly when other 
areas can and the residents have not 
had support from the police. 

“The Police and Crime Commissioner 
(PCC) has asked residents to send in

their concerns but when we do the 
police just log it. 

“And when they do turn up they can’t 
do much because they can’t prove who 
did it.” 

PCC Oily Martins said: “I think part 
of the problem is that both the police 
and the council have gone through a 
lot of changes in the past few years and 
there’s been a bit of a loss of institu¬ 
tional knowledge. 

“That’s why I am keen to have these 
two organisations working together so 
that we get better outcomes. 

“As I said earlier this week if you look 


at how we have now got a grip on the 
High Town sex trade and gun crime, 
the progress has happened because 
different organisations have sat 
around a table and spoken about this. 
That’s how you serve the people of 
Luton best.” 

A council spokeswoman said: 
“Residents have made it clear they 
expect a more effective response to 
the traveller encampments in Luton 
and we look forward to discussing 
with the police how this can be 
achieved through an enhanced part¬ 
nership working approach.” 

Bedfordshire Police said it was ‘com¬ 
mitted to working very closely with 
Luton Borough Council to tackle the 
issues that surround travellers’. 



Dead body 
not treated as 
‘suspicious’ 
by officers 

POLICE have said they are 
not treating the discovery 
of a body this week as sus¬ 
picious. 

Officers were called to 
the recreation ground 
close to the junction of 
Stockingstone Road and 
New Bedford Road at 
around 3pm on Tuesday 
after a member of the pub¬ 
lic reported seeing a man 
in a wooded area. 

The ambulance service 
attended but were unable 
to revive the man who was 
pronounced dead a short 
while afterwards. 

Bedfordshire Police cor¬ 
doned off the area while 
forensic teams carried out 
a search. House-to-house 
inquiries also took place. 

Detective Chief Inspector 
Ion Hutchinson, from the 
Major Crime Unit, said: 
“We are currently in the 
process of establishing 
exactly what happened to 
this individual, how he 
came to be at this location 
and how long he has been 
here. 

“We are currently treat¬ 
ing this as an unexplained 
death. I would urge any¬ 
one who may have any 
information to come for¬ 
ward and speak with the 
police in complete confi¬ 
dence, or alternatively, 
they can speak to mem¬ 
bers of the independent 
charity Crimestoppers, 
completely anonymously, 
on 0800 555 111.” 

The force has referred 
the case to the coroner. 

Anyone with information 
relating to this case can 
contact the police on 101. 
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Town has most fined 
street in the county

A STREET in Luton has generat¬ 
ed more revenue from parking 
fines than anywhere else in 
Bedfordshire, it has been 
revealed. 

Figures from Freedom of 
Information requests to Luton, 
Bedford and Central 
Bedfordshire councils show that 
Chapel Street is the most ticketed 
after £122,780 was paid by 
motorists between April 2011 
and March 2013. 

The second was Riverside 
Square car park in Bedford, 
which brought in £111,781 for 
Bedford council. 

Other high earners were St 
Paul’s Square in Bedford on 
£70,521 and George Street in 
Luton on £59,325. 

The revelations come in the 


same week a study by the RAC 
Foundation showed that in 2011- 
12 English councils had a total 
current account surplus of 
£565million from on and off 
street parking operations. 

Luton council had a surplus of 
£687,000, a decrease of more 
than £160,000 from last year’s 
total of £847,000. 

Professor Stephen Glaister, 
director of the foundation, said 
‘profits gained from on street 
charges and penalties must be 
ploughed back into a very limited 
number of things including 
maintaining the roads’. 

Last month Councillor Dave 
Taylor said the high number of 
fines in Chapel Street was due to 
CCTV cameras that had been 
installed following complaints 
from businesses in the road 
about cars blocking entrances. 

A council spokesman also said 


the income was ‘ring fenced for 
traffic improvement projects’. 

But at the time of going to press 
the authority was unable to pro¬ 
vide details of how it had spent 
the money gained from parking 
tickets. 

The council said: “The main 
role of Luton’s parking service is 
to ensure that the parking meas¬ 
ures introduced are complied 
with, ensuring the safety of resi¬ 
dents and road users in the bor¬ 
ough and maintaining traffic 
flow. 

“None of the staff are incentiv- 
ised by targets or performance 
related pay. 

“Luton does receive income 
from its parking operation, but 
the parking account is ring- 
fenced to contribute to the provi¬ 
sion of on and off-road parking 
for residents, shoppers, busi¬ 
nesses and others.”

PLEA HEARING FOR MURDER MAN 

A 21-YEAR-OLD from Luton 
charged with the murder of a 
man in Windsor has been given a 
date for his plea hearing. 

Jordan Lewis Doyle, of 
Kimberley Close, has been 
remanded in custody after 
appearing at Reading Crown 
Court on Thursday for the mur¬ 
der of 24-year-old Sean Noctor 

He was arrested following an 
altercation between a group of 
men in Barry Avenue at 3.09am 
on July 29. 

Doyle will return to Reading 
Crown Court on October 21 for a 
plea hearing along with another 
man from Leighton Buzzard 
charged with the murder of Mr 
Noctor. 

A provisional trial date has 
been set for January 13 next year. 

GLIDERS GRADUATE AT DOWNS 

DUNSTABLE Downs played host 
to a graduation this week as eight 
students from London finished 
their course.

Dunstable, came to an end. 

It was hosted by aircraft manu¬ 
facturer Boeing and the Air 
League. 

Last weekend the Downs wel¬ 
comed the International 
Dunstable Kite Festival, which 
was attended by more than a 
1,000 people.

A FORMER Luton Sixth Form College 
student has featured on an index of 
the most influential disabled people 
in the UK. 

Paul Carter, 33, runs his own media 
production company, Little Man 
Media. 

He is on The List, which has been 
put together by the Disability News 
Service (DNS). 

More than 200 names feature in the 
rankings, established by DNS to 
highlight the positive impact disa¬ 
bled people have in the country. 

They include Baroness Tanni Grey- 
Thompson, Professor Stephen 
Hawking, Stephen Fry, David 
Blunkett MP and David Weir. 

Paul, who has no lower arms or legs, 
attended the college between 1996 
and 1998. 

He said: “I was hugely proud, if a 
little humbled and slightly embar¬ 
rassed, to feature on The List. 

“It’s such a huge privilege and very 
humbling to be listed among people 
who have achieved so much, not only 
in their own lives but have done lots 
to further the lives of other people

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Hospital is critical of 
patient ward survey

THE town’s hospital has said a 
patient survey slamming one of its 
wards is ‘disappointing’. 

The flagship Friends and Family 
Test, designed to promote greater 
transparency in the NHS, revealed 
patients would not recommend Ward 
5 at Luton & Dunstable Hospital. 

But the hospital has questioned the 
validity of the results, which were 
based on only four responses. 

The survey, which looked at 4,500 
wards and 144 A&E departments, was 
published this week. It listed 36 wards 
which had failed the test. 

However, some had only one 
response and the survey has come 
under criticism from various quar¬ 
ters. 

A spokesperson for the hospital 
said: “At Luton and Dunstable 
University Hospital, from a survey of 
over a 1,000 patients, 95 per cent said 
they are extremely likely or likely to 
recommend this hospital to their 
friends and family. 

“This week we have been disap¬ 
pointed with the publication of the 
Friends and Family Test results for 
Ward 5. The result was based on only 
four responses.” 

There was a mixed reaction to the 
survey from our readers online. 

Helene Evans said: “From my expe¬ 
rience of the L&D, the maternity ele¬ 
ment is all excellent. SCBU staff were 
brilliant and looked after my baby 
(born @34 wks, 1.3kgs) amazingly

well and supported me too. Ward 32 
staff were great too.” 

But Gemma McCann, whose 
relative stayed at the hospital for a 
year, said she would not recommend 


Ward 5. She added: “I would be wor¬ 
ried if anyone I knew was going into 
this ward because of the standard of 
care that they would get. 

“I think to change it they obviously 
need more doctors and nurses, but 
also people who go into the job that 
actually care.” 

Carly Hattie, who visited the mater¬ 
nity ward during her pregnancy, said 
she would be hesitant to refer other 
pregnant women to the hospital. 

She said: “I would say they should 
leave it as late as possible to go 
there because they bung you up in a 
room and don’t come to check up on 
you.” 


Husband finds wife dead on table 


A WOMAN was found dead by her hus¬ 
band at their home after consuming a 
deadly combination of prescription 
medicines, an inquest has heard. 

Ikbal Church, 35, of Farley Lodge, 
Ruthin Close, Luton, was discovered by 
her husband Christopher slumped over 
a coffee table at their home on March 1 
this year. 

Mr Church, a mechanic, had fallen 
asleep in a chair at around 7.30pm and 


at the time his wife was sitting on the 
sofa. 

When he woke he found she was not 
breathing. He tried to give her CPR and 
called an ambulance but she was con¬ 
firmed dead at the scene shortly after¬ 
wards. 

Mrs Church, an estate agent who 
went by the name of Natasha, had 
taken a bottle of Oramorph given to her 
husband on prescription after having 


already taken a depressant similar to 
morphine earlier that night. Her cause 
of death was found to be drug intoxica¬ 
tion. There was no evidence she had 
suffered any injury or that another per¬ 
son was involved in her death. 

Coroner David Morris recorded a ver¬ 
dict of misadventure during a hearing 
at Dunstable Coroner’s Court on 
Tuesday as he was satisfied she did not 
intend to take her own life.

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PC denies raping 
woman at house

A POLICEMAN accused of raping a Vulnera¬ 
ble' woman at her father's house has told a 
jury his alleged victim had tried to seduce 
him. 

Adesoji Afolabi, 30, from Charlwood Road, 
Luton, denies rape and assault by penetration 
and claims the 22-year-old woman - who can¬ 
not be named for legal reasons - asked him to 
have sex with her. 

She had been arrested by Afolabi the day 
before in South Mimms after breaking win¬ 
dows at her mother’s house and the 
Hertfordshire Police officer had driven her 
back to her father’s address in Harlow after 
she spent a night in the cells. 

The prosecution allege he then returned the 
following day on the pretence of checking on 
her welfare before raping and sexually 
assaulting her. 

But on Friday Afolabi told Chelmsford Crown 
Court that the woman - who has been 
described in court as ‘an alcoholic who is 
mentally vulnerable’ - had tried to seduce 
him by rubbing his groin. 

He admitted that he then began ‘rubbing 
her’, adding that she had then fallen on a sofa 
and he had ‘landed on top of her’.

In the cross examination Afolabi said he had 
felt ‘sorry for her’ after she was arrested. 

He told the jury: “I felt like I wanted to hug 
her goodbye.” 

He denied that he ‘engineered’ seeing her to 
have sex with her but admitted he spent 
15-and-a-half minutes talking to her on the 
phone ‘about general stuff of the day’. 

He added: “I did want to help her -1 offered 
to take her to the doctors agreeing to drive to 
Harlow to pick her up and drive her to her GP 
at Potters Bar before returning her to Harlow.” 

Afolabi’s girlfriend, hospital worker Nicola 
Patey, 27, also gave evidence. 

She told the court he became her boyfriend 
after they met at a hospital while he was in 
uniform and they were both working. 

The deputy sister, who works at Peterborough 
Hospital’s A&E department, said: “I’ve known 
him for just over two years - we’re boyfriend 
and girlfriend. He’s quiet, shy, calm, friendly 
and caring and never aggressive or violent. 

“He’ll do anything - above and beyond - for 
anyone. He’s 100 per cent loyal and trustwor¬ 
thy.” 

The hearing is set to continue tomorrow. 



Resort building underway 


A NEW family holiday resort being built 
in Bedfordshire has passed the half way 
mark.

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Cops clamp down 
on kerb-crawlers

TWO men have been charged 
with kerb crawling offences 
following a police operation 
aimed at tackling prostitu¬ 
tion in High Town. 

Adamyat Ali, 25, of Seymour 
Road, Luton, and Luigi 
Lorillo, 44, of London Road, 
Luton, have both been 
charged with soliciting 
another person for the pur¬ 
pose of obtaining their sexu¬ 
al services as a prostitute in a 
street or public place, con¬ 


trary to section 51a of the 
sexual offences act 2003. 

Ali is set to appear at Luton 
Magistrates’ Court on August 
19, while Lorillo is due to 
appear at the same court on 
August 28. 

The charges are part of the 
on-going multi-agency work 
within High Town, code- 
named Operation Turtle. 

They come more than three 
weeks after Bedfordshire 
Police and Luton council 
announced a plan to get rid of 
vice in the area by 2018. 

Since January 201 people 


have been dealt with by 
police, 151 of which for kerb 
crawling offences and 71 
have been arrested, not only 
for kerb crawling, but for ille¬ 
gal drug activity, outstanding 
warrants, being over the pre¬ 
scribed limit and burglary. 

Chief Supt Mark Turner 
said: “Our strategy seeks to 
take a strong line on those 
who frequent locations in 
order to buy sex. 

“This will have a significant 
detrimental impact on all 
involved and cannot be 
tolerated.”

Wardens to stay and 
homes made better

RESIDENTS at sheltered 
housing schemes in the town 
will not be losing their war¬ 
dens after the council decid¬ 
ed to keep them. 

During a meeting on 
Monday, councillors at Luton 
Borough Council also voted 
to improve its sheltered hous¬ 
ing service as part of a review 
into the scheme. 

Earlier this year residents 
from Bethune Court in Farley 
Hill contacted Luton on 
Sunday with concerns over 
plans to replace their on-site 
manager with office-based 
staff. 

But the council has said its 
90-day consultation on the 
future of the service revealed 
the wardens were ‘highly val¬ 
ued by tenants’ and as a 
result, were being offered the 
opportunity to remain in 
their posts. 

In addition, it said it would 
be introducing neighbour¬ 
hood scheme manager teams 
to housing sites that current¬ 
ly have no on-site managers. 

The authority also agreed to 
invest in a programme of 
work to improve the condi¬ 
tion and security of Luton’s 


sheltered housing scheme 
and modernise communal 
lounges. 

Regular surgeries will be 
held at all 22 sheltered 
schemes so tenants can have 
the opportunity to speak face 
to face with managers to get 
the support they might need. 

Councillor Tom Shaw, port¬ 
folio holder for housing, said: 
“The reason we have shel¬ 
tered housing schemes is to 
ensure older people can lead 
healthy, active and inde¬ 


pendent lives. 

“We therefore really appre¬ 
ciate all of the feedback we 
received from tenants during 
the consultation, which has 
helped us shape the future of 
this vitally important ser¬ 
vice. 

“By telling us what is impor¬ 
tant to them, we have been 
able to come up with a posi¬ 
tive solution, which ensures 
tenants can have access to 
the right support when and 
where they need it.”

Making it up as you go 


T HERE are lies, 
damned lies and sta¬ 
tistics. Or so the old 
adage goes. And, so 
far as Government statistics 
goes, it seems to be true. 

One recent example is UK 
migration figures. 

The Government has made 
a big deal about cutting net 
immigration figures into 
this country, tapping into, 
and fuelling, the xenophobia 
that exists in our society.

And if this is true of migra¬ 
tion, how much can we trust 
the other statistics poured 
out by the Government? 

Crime figures are down but 
that is not that crime is down 
but because the police are 
not charging so many. 

If the information we are 
being given is not accurate, 
then the policies built on it 
will likely be wrong. 

And we won’t know, at least 
for a few years, when we fail 
to understand why it is all 
going so badly wrong. 

What we need are more 
statistics, better statistics 
and independent statistics. 
But that would not suit the 
Government. 

Which brings into question 
another adage by former 
American President, 
Abraham Lincoln. 

He said: ‘You can fool some 
of the people all of the time, 
and all of the people some of 
the time, but you cannot fool 


all of the people all of the 
time.’ 

Perhaps this Government 
hopes to prove him wrong. 

Dropping history from the 
curriculum will have 
academics shaking their 
heads in sorrow. 

But this is what one upper 
school in the county is plan¬ 
ning in order to improve its 
Ofsted scores. It’s all about 
ratings, not education. 

Headteachers are becom¬ 
ing CEOs, running their 
teaching factories and 
concerned only with figures. 

And of course those who 
can’t keep up are said to have 
Special Educational Needs, 
so they are put to one side, 
while the school gets extra 
cash for so doing. 

And this is not a small num¬ 
ber, as one in four boys (if you 
can believe the figures, see 
above) are so labelled. 

School used to be fun. Now 
it is not only a factory, but 
one of fear, where kids are 
told this is their only chance 
to become a success in life. 

Be warned, there are only 
two things certain in life: 
death and taxes. 

So enjoy it while you can.

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Taxi firms under 
fire from drivers

TAXI drivers accusing senior 
managers of ‘mistreatment’ 
have been staging a strike 
this week. 

The workers say they have 
been asked by Spearhead 
and Go Cars to buy new 
smartphones to replace the 
PDAs they currently use in 
their private hire vehicles. 

But they have refused and 
called upon the firms to pro¬ 
vide the equipment and meet 
the costs. 

A spokesman for the drivers 
said: “It’s built up because 
the drivers have been mis¬ 
treated for the past five years. 

“There have been different 
issues before. They have 
always been asking for differ¬ 
ent monies and they are try¬ 
ing to bleed out the drivers 
and then out of nowhere they 
told us to buy our own equip¬ 
ment. 

“There have been meetings 
about this over the past two 
months but at the end of it 
the drivers were not happy 
and they just striked. They 
are not budging.” 

Luton on Sunday made 
repeated attempts to contact 
the management of Go Cars 


and Spearhead but were told 
they were unavailable. 

Among those affected by 
the strikes have been patients 
at Luton & Dunstable 
Hospital, which has a con¬ 
tract with the firms. 

Staff had to use their own 
mobile phones to call taxis 
and make alternative travel 
arrangements for patients 
who had been ‘stranded or 
were in difficulty’. 

A spokeswoman for the 
hospital said: “The recent 
taxi dispute in Luton did ini¬ 


tially affect a few patients 
and visitors at the L&D and 
some hospital staff used their 
own mobile phones at recep¬ 
tion areas to quickly call 
taxis to assist those who had 
been stranded or were in dif¬ 
ficulty. 

“We have been able to make 
alternative travel arrange¬ 
ments so that our patients 
are not inconvenienced.” 

A resident said: “When you 
are paying for a service and 
you are getting it delayed 
then it’s not good.”

Airport sold in £433m 
deal with Spanish firm

AIRPORT operator Abertis 
has sold its stake in Luton 
Airport in a deal worth 
£433million. 

TBI, a company owned by 
Spanish firms Abertis (90 per 
cent) and Aena Internacional 
(10 per cent), has agreed to 
sell the company holding the 
concession for London Luton 
Airport to a consortium 
formed by Aena (51 per cent) 
and AXA Private Equity (49 
per cent). 

The deal is still subject to 
authorisation by the compe¬ 
tition authorities, Luton 
Borough Council - which is 
the contracting authority - 
and the Spanish Board of 
Ministers. 

The airport, which recently 
celebrated its 75th anniver¬ 
sary, has been part of Abertis’ 
portfolio since 2005, when 
the company and Aena 
Internacional bought the 
British operator TBI. 

Earlier this year, Luton on 
Sunday reported Abertis had 
appointed two banking firms 
to undertake a strategic 
review of its assets, which 
include a worldwide portfolio 
of airports, as part of the 


Spanish company’s plan to 
shift its focus to its toll road 
and telecommunications 
businesses. 

At the time a spokesperson 
for Abertis admitted it was in 
talks with Aena, but was also 
considering other proposals. 

Following the deal, Jose 
Manuel Vargas, the executive 
chairman for Aena, said: “We 
aim to substantially build up 
London Luton in consultation 
with all its stakeholders.” 

Luton council said: “We will 


be working with Aena and 
AXA to ensure a smooth tran¬ 
sition in the transferring of 
responsibility for the opera¬ 
tion of London Luton Airport 
which will need to deliver an 
investment programme for 
the asset under the terms of 
the existing concession 
agreement.” 

It is not expected the change 
in operator will affect plans 
to increase passenger capaci¬ 
ty at the airport from 9.8mil- 
lion a year to 18million.

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Rise in e-crimes 
‘puts kids at risk’

A PROFESSOR has said chil¬ 
dren are at ‘significant risk 
of e-crime’ after the publica¬ 
tion of a government report. 

Carsten Maple, the 
University of Bedfordshire’s 
pro vice-chancellor for 
research and enterprise, 
responded this week to find¬ 
ings by the Home Affairs 
Select Committee which 
identified a stark rise in 
e-crime. 

Prof Maple, who is a recog¬ 
nised figurehead on research 
into predatory online behav¬ 
iour and a director of the 
National Centre of 
Cyberstalking Research, said 
the Government’s policy on 
combating threats to the 
safety of children online are 
‘not enough’, ‘potentially 
dangerous’ and ‘out of touch’. 

He said: “There is no doubt 
that there has been a signifi¬ 
cant increase in e-crime. 

“The recent cuts by the coa¬ 
lition government for insti¬ 
tutes like the Child 
Exploitation and Online 
Protection Centre (CEOP) are 
detrimental to the safety of 
children online and develop-

ing systems to ensure securi¬ 
ty for the vulnerable online.” 

The computer security 
expert added: “Some crimes 
are solely conducted through 
electronic means, but many, 
many others are facilitated at 
least in part by electronic 
information. 

“There has been an increase 
in funding generally to com¬ 
bat e-crime, but some areas 
are facing significant cuts, 
such as CEOP. 

“Even with an increase in 


funding it is tiny in compari¬ 
son to the massive rise in 
electronic crime - much of 
which remains unreported.” 

The Home Affairs Select 
Committee report found that 
the UK must do more to stop 
e-crime or risk ‘losing the 
fight’. 

Measures have been sug¬ 
gested, including a cyber¬ 
espionage team and a 
mandatory code of conduct 
for removal of indecent 
material.

Cycling champion 
retains her titles

DOUBLE world transplant 
cycling champion Ottilie 
Quince has successfully 
defended her world titles in 
South Africa. 

The sports therapist 
clinched gold in the 5km time 
trial and 20km road race in 
Durban this week at the 
World Transplant Games. 

It was a repeat of her victo¬ 
ries at the last world games in 
Gothenburg, Sweden, in 
2011. 

Ottilie had a life-saving kid¬ 
ney transplant in August 
2007, but has since battled 
back to become the current 
double British, double 
European and double world 
transplant cycling champion 
in the 5km time trial and the 
20km road race events. 

The 31-year-old was more 
than 90 seconds ahead of the 
rest of the field in 5km trial, 
with a time of 8:45, and 33 
seconds in front of her near¬ 
est rival in the 20km race, 
with a time of 39:18. 

After the result she tweeted 
a picture of her medals and 
wrote: “Really really chuffed 
with this! My training’s paid 
off.” 


She also praised her new 
kidney - which she has 
named Poppet - that was 
donated by her mum Lesley 
when she became ill. 

She also tweeted: “Poppet 
did me proud today...great 
race, I felt really strong.” 

Ottilie said: “I’m really 
pleased at how well I per¬ 
formed in both races. The 
time trial was very tough 
with a strong head wind out 
on the first main drag in 
practice and training was 


much calmer so it was hard to 
know how well I’d performed 
after, but once the results 
came in I was very chuffed 
with how well I’d performed 
against the rest of the women. 

“My aim was to be the fast¬ 
est in the world and get the 
scratch time, which I did. 
Tough training with both my 
club CC Luton and team GB 
Tx Cycling has definitely paid 
dividends.” 

She added her achievements 
had not really ‘sunk in’ yet.

The Vauxhall Cascada looks to have 
virtually all the ingredients to guarantee 
success at the affordable end of the 
executive convertible segment. It not 
only undercuts rival models from Audi, 
BMW and Mercedes substantially 
on price as youd expect but it also 
provides what is, in many ways, a better 
all-round package into the bargain, one 
that includes more rear seat legroom 
and extra equipment. 

It certainly does itself no harm 
by getting the looks right. A large 
convertible lends itself to a low sleek 
look, but not all four seat convertibles 
ultimately escape the dumpster look. 
The Vauxhall thankfully does. At 
4697mm long and 1840mm wide 
(excluding mirrors), the Cascada 
is a big. It’s bigger than an Audi A5 
cabriolet, let alone anything in the 
Peugeot 308 or Ford Focus convertible 
class. With the top down, it has a 


very clean profile with no roof-top 
cover or visible roll-over protection 
disturbing the car’s silhouette aft of 
the steeply-raked A-pillar. Its also 
elegantly proportioned when the 
hood’s up, thanks to a nicely contoured 
hood shape and a sharply raked rear 
screen. The fabric roof can be specified 
in one of three colours, which can 
be coordinated with one of ten body 
colours. 

The driving dynamics meanwhile are 
taken care of by HiPer Strut suspension 
and Flex-Ride adaptive chassis 
control, plus there’s a wide range of 
engines including a 140PS 1.4-litre 
turbocharged petrol unit, a new 
170PS 1.6 SIDI Turbo ECOTEC petrol 
powerplant and a 165PS 2.0 CDTi 
diesel. If all that’s not enough, then it’s 
hard to see what more the Griffin brand 
can do to win the hearts and minds of 
convertible buyers.

DEJI Tobais admitted he must speed up - and 
fast- if he’s to reach nextyear’s Commonwealth 
Games and European Championships, after a 
mixed outing at the Sainsbury’s Anniversary 
Games. 

The 21-year-old Luton athlete first clocked 
10.30seconds to cross home in fourth in an all- 
British 100m, behind Adam Gemili, Harry 
Aikines-Aryeetey and Mark Lewis-Francis. 

And he featured the following day as part of a 
second-string British 4x100m relay quartet, 
which finished fifth at the Olympic Stadium, 
after an all too familiar mix-up saw the first 
team fail to get the baton round. 

He will soon head to Moscow for his first taste 
of a senior World Championships as part of an 
eight-strong British 4x100m relay squad but 
Tobais, a member of Bedford and County AC, is 
not getting carried away. 

“It’s going to be tough because the British 
sprinters have stepped up a little bit this year,” 
he said. “There’s a good crop of young sprinters 
coming through so it won’t be easy going into 
the Europeans or the Commonwealths in 
Glasgow. 

“I’d like to think I’ve done enough for Moscow. 
“Obviously I want to run a little bit faster but I’m 
fairly confident in the team as a whole anyway. 

“Whether or not I get to run at Moscow I don’t 
care, as long as I’m there just soaking in the 
atmosphere at the World Championships. It’s 
just about learning from the experience. 

“Part of my eye is on Glasgow and Zurich for 
the Europeans next year, but I want to focus on 
Moscow for now. I’m looking forward to anoth¬ 
er hard year, another soggy, wet winter and 
then going from there.”

Still not expecting any players to leave despite Gray link

LUTON Town boss John Still is unconcerned about speculation 
linking Andre Gray to Peterborough United after Posh boss 
Darren Ferguson was spotted in the stands at Kenilworth Road 
last week. 

Striker Gray has been tipped to move to London Road - and the 
League One club’s Director of Football Barry Fry has also been 
seen at Hatters games so far this pre-season. 

“You’ll have to ask Darren Ferguson,” said Still when asked 
about the link after the 3-0 victory over League Two outfit 
Dagenham & Redbridge. 

“When you have people watching your players I think it’s a 
compliment to the Football Club. 

“I’ve come here from a club [Dagenham & Redbridge] where 
we sold players regularly. 

“I was at a club where we probably had to sell and maybe we 
don’t have to sell here.” 

Still added that he didn’t foresee any departures and Posh 


chairman Darragh MacAnthony said his club hadn’t made a bid 
for the England C international when asked about the rumours 
on Twitter. 

“I don’t intend to lose anyone to be honest,” said Still. 

Meanwhile, Still has said he has no interest in bringing for¬ 
ward Moses Ashikodi to the club. 

The striker was a surprise inclusion in an experimental Luton 
line-up which lost 2-0 to Dunstable Town last Thursday, but he 
has not appeared since and is not a target. 

Still said that the former Rangers man had played at Dunstable 
simply to help out some of the younger Hatters and would not be 
making a more permanent move to Kenilworth Road. 

“With Moses, we’ve not been able to use Alex Wall for a little bit 
and I didn’t want to keep going with Jon Shaw and Mark Cullen,” 
he said. “We had a couple of young lads [at Dunstable] and I 
know Moses, so I said ‘just come and do a bit of training, have a 
game or two’ - just to help the youngsters out really. But there 
was nothing more than that.” Luton enjoyed pre-season friend¬ 
ly wins at Maidstone United (2-0) and Histon (1-0) this week.
